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FEED  GRAIN  STOCKS  AT  RECORD  LEVEL 

Stocks  of  corn  and  barley  in  all  positions  on  October  1 reached  new  record  high 
levels  for  that  date  and  sorghum  grain  stocks  pushed  to  a near  record  level.  Corn 
stocks  of  I,  35  7 million  bushels  and  barley  stocks  of  464  million  bushels  exceeded 
the  previous  records  by  16  and  14  percent,  respectively.  Stocks  of  sorghum  grain 
were  only  1 percent  less  than  the  record  stocks  of  a year  earlier  and  wheat  stocks 
11  percent  less  than  the  previous  year's  record  holdings.  Stocks  of  feed  grains--- 
corn,  oats,  barley  and  sorghum  grain-«add  to  a total  of  70,3  million  tons--the 
largest  of  record  and  compares  with  6l,l  million  tons  a year  earlier  and  the  record 
holdings  of  62.1  million  tons  October  1,  1955. 

Stocks  of  I,  599  million  bushels  of  Wheat  stored  in  all  positions  on  October  1 
were  the  smallest  since  1953  but  still  the  fourth  largest  of  record.  The  total  is 
significantly  smaller  than  the  record  stocks  of  a year  earlier  but  more  than  a fifth 
larger  than  average.  The  stocks  total  is  three-fourths  larger  than  the  1957  pro- 
duction, reflecting  the  large  carry-over  of  old  wheat  on  July  1. 

Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  1,  210  million  bushels  were  12  percent  smaller  than  a 
year  earlier  with  stocks  in  each  off-farm  position  less  than  the  previous  year. 
Stocks  owned  by  the  government  and  stored  in  bins  or  other  storages  owned  or 
controlled  by  CCC  showed  the  sharpest  decline,  being  reduced  by  more  than  a third. 
Stocks  in  terminals  and  interior  mills  and  elevators  were  reduced  by  12  and  7 per- 
cent, respectively.  More  than  one-half  of  the  total  stocks  were  either  owned  by 
the  government  or  were  under  government  loan. 


Rye  stocks  of  29,  6 million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  October  1 were  4 
percent  above  a year  earlier  and  30  percent  above  the  1946-55  average.  Off-farm 
stocks  of  14,  2 million  bushels  were  10  percent  below  October  I,  1956  and  were  the 
smallest  since  1953.  In  contrast,  farm  stocks  of  15,4  million  bushels  on  October  1 
were  22  percent  above  a year  earlier  and  accounted  for  52  percent  of  total  stocks. 
Terminal  stocks  of  7.  7 million  bushels,  down  27  percent  from  a year  earlier,  were 
still  12  percent  above  average  and  accounted  for  26  percent  of  the  total  stocks.  In- 
terior mills  and  elevator  stocks  of  6,  5 million  bushels  were  30  percent  above  last 
year  and  46  percent  above  average.  Stocks  stored  in  Government-owned  bins  were 
quite  small  but  about  one-third  of  the  off-farm  total  was  either  owned  by  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  or  warehouse-stored  under  Government  loan. 


Old  Corn  in  all  storage  positions  of  1,  357  million, bushels  on  October  1 were  the 
largest  stocks  of  record  for  that  date.  They  were  16  percent  larger  than  the  previous 
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high  in  1956.  HSiis  represents  the  fifth  consecutive  year  carry-over  of  old 
corn  has  increased.  Stocks  on  farms  of  4l6  million  "bushels  were  39  percent 
larger  than  a year  earlier  and  highest  for  October  since  1950,  although  well 
belw  record  level.  Total  off-farm  storage  was  about  9 percent  above  the 
1956  previoxis  record.  Storage  in  interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses 
was  109  million  bushels  above  a year  earlier,  an  increase  of  over  a half. 

Stoi*age  at  terminals  of  II6  million  bushels  was  nearly  double  last  October. 

Core  owned  or  under  price  support  by  CCC  dominated  the  volume  in  all  storages. 
Disappearance  of  core  from  all  storage  positions  for  the  July  - September 
quarter  of  606  million  bushels  was  5 percent  larger  than  the  I956  previous 
record  rate  for  the  quarter. 

Cats  stocks  of  l,l8ii-  million  bushels  on  October  1,  were  13  percent  larger 
than  a year  earlier  but  smaller  than  for  the  same  date  the  two  preceding  years. 
Farm  stocks  of  1,079  million  bushels  were  17  percent  larger  than  a year  earlier. 
Stocks  off -farms  were  I8  percent  below  October  1,  1956  and  smallest  for  the  da,te 
in  four  years.  Cats  under  CCC  ownership  and  price  support  in  all  storage  posi- 
tions were  about  hO  percent  less  than  a year  earlier.  Disappearance  of  oats  in 
the  July  - September  quarter  at  392  million  bushels  was  12  percent  less  than 
1956  and  smallest  in  years. 

Stocks  of  Earley  on  October  1 were  a record  463*7  million  bushels  and 
were  I9  percent  larger  than  the  3^8.9  million  bushels  on  hand  a year  earlier. 

The  previous  record  was  the  October  1,  1955  stocks  of  405*8  million  bushels, 
October  1 stocks  were  record  large  in  all  but  the  terminal  storage  positions. 
Terminal  storage  holdings  of  44.9  million  bushels  interior  mills  and  elevators 
at  142.0  million,  and  CCC  bins  at  4.6  million  gave  a total  of  191*4  million 
bushels  in  off-farm  storage  positions.  Farm  stocks  on  October  1,  1957  were 
estimated  at  272.3  million  bushels.  July  - Seiotember,  1957  disappearance  of 
barlej'-  from  all  storage  positions  was  94  million  bushels  - - below  the  101 
million  bushels  a year  earlier  but  above  average. 

Holdings  of  old  Sorghum  grain  in  all  storage  positions  on  October  1,  1957 
totaled  80.6  million  bushels.  This  carry-over  of  sorghum  grain  was  slightly 
under  last  year's  record  of  8l.4  million  bushels.  The  decrease  in  total  stocks 
resulted  from  October  1,  1957  farm  stocks  of  only  3*4  million  bushels  conpared 
with  5*6  million  on  farms  on  that  date  last  year.  October  1,  1957  off-farm 
stocks  totalling  77*2  million  bushels  - - most  of  which  was  government  owned  — 
were  record  large  for  the  date  and  compared  with  75*8  million  bushels  in  those 
positions  a year  earlier.  July  - September  disappearance  of  sorghvim  grain  from 
all  storages  at  I8  million  bushels  was  one -half  the  rate  for  the  similar  period 
last  year. 

Soybean  carryover  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  October  1,  are  esti- 
mated at  9*9  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  only  3*7  million  bushels  on 
hand  a year  ago  and  is  more  than  double  the  October  1 average. 

From  an  estimated  supply  of  459*6  million  bushels  (carryover  October  1, 

1956  of  3*7  million  plus  1956  preliminary  production  of  455*9  million  bushels) 
a disappearance  of  about  450  million  bushels  is  indicated  for  the  crop  year  by 
the  October  1 stocks.  Actual  disappearance  for  the  period  includes  about  3I0 
million  bushels  processed  for  oil,  around  85  million  bushels  exported,  and  seed, 
feed,  losses,  etc;  of  about  33  million  bushels » In  addition,-  processings  and 
exports  during  September  1956  of  perhaps  12  million  bushels  from  the  1956  crop 
should  also  be  included.  This  indicates  a difference  of  only  about  one  percent, 
thus  no  major  revision  in  the  1956  crop  production  appears  likely.  Due  to  the 
late  crop  and  generally  ample  supplies,  relatively  few  1957  crop  soybeeJQS 
were  processed  in  September  1957-  (continued  on  page  7)

Flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  October  1 totaled  28.4  million 
bushels.  This  was  down  sharply  from  the  44.9  million  bushels  on  hand  a year  earlier 
and  the  lowest  October  1 stocks  in  the  11  years  of  record. 


Current  stocks  indicate  a disappearance  during  the  July  - September  quarter  of 
l8.1  million  bushels  from  a supply  of  46.6  million  bushels  (carryover  of  19*5  million 
plus  a new  crop  of  27*1  million  bushels. ) During  the  quarter,  crushings  were 
reported  at  9*4  million  bushels  and  e:cports  for  the  same  period  are  estimated  at 
T*8  million  bushels.  Tliis  accounts  for  17*2  million  bushels  and  in  addition  some 
new  crop  flaxseed  was  processed  prior  to  July  1. 


These  totals  are  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  bringing  together 

commercial  stocks  at  terminals  as  reported  by  the  Grain  Division  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service,  stocks  of  soybeans  at  processing  plants  as  reported  by  the  Census 
Bureau;  grains  reported  by  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Commodity  Stabilization  Sei^ice 
as  xjimed  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  stored  in  bins,  ships,  and  other 
storages  under  CCC  control;  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  for  stocks  on  farms 
and  at  merchant  mills  and  interior  mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses. 
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
